During his presentation 
when he said that a dog guide af- 
fords you independence and that 
you can travel independently all 
over the country, Denna said she 
made up her mind that she was 
going to get a dog guide in spite 
of her father’s fear of dogs.

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2013 Plan Remains Model 
For Md. 193 Redevelopment

The approved Greenbelt Metro 
Area and Md. 193 Corridor Sec- 
tor Plan, issued in March 2013 
by the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
(M-NCPPC), still stands as the 
working template for any rede- 
velopment in this area. County 
Specialist Planner Chad Williams 
said that “the plan was designed 
with a 20- to 30-year horizon and 
has tracked fairly well so far.” 
This broad ranging plan envisions 
an “interconnected, vibrant and 
diverse mixed-use, transit-oriented 
eco-community,” he said. 

The area covered in the plan 
is the 1.79 square miles of land 
adjacent to the Greenbelt Metro 
Station and along a portion of the 
Greenbelt Road (Md. 193) cor- 
ridor. Williams said the majority 
of the area is within the City of 
Greenbelt, with the land south of 
Md. 193 in the Town of Berwyn 
Heights. The plan is built on a 
similar one developed in 2001. 

With an eye to the natural 
environment and the sensitive 
Indian Creek stream valley, the 
plan sees “sustainable urbanism 


and environmental stewardship” 
as cornerstones to any future ef- 
forts. Williams also encapsulated 
the other priorities of the plan, 
which include multi-modalism 
(accessible by bike and pedestrian 
traffic), connectivity and safety. 
Preserving a high quality of life, 
through housing and neighbor- 
hood preservation, will not only 
attract new businesses and resi- 
dents but provide incentive for 
current residents to stay, accord- 
ing to the plan. The plan stresses 
the potential upsurge from the 
relocation of either a “major em- 
ployer or Government Services 
Administration (GSA) office,” 
requiring supporting office, retail 
and residential developments. 
Land use and urban design, 
environmental infrastructure, 
transportation, economic devel- 
opment, housing, neighborhood 
preservation and quality of life 
are the key areas discussed in 
detail in the plan. The focus is 
on improving the existing neigh- 
borhoods, arteries, facilities and

Of Beltway Plaza Renovations 





At its February 11 regular 
meeting, the Greenbelt City 
Council on a 4-1 vote authorized 
the Greenbelt Department of 
Planning and Community Devel- 
opment (DPCD) to submit coun- 
cil’s recommended approval of 
the Conceptual Site Plan (CSP) 
for Beltway Plaza redevelopment 
with conditions. Staff will sub- 
mit these conditions and other 
comments to the Prince George’s 
County Planning Department’s 
technical staff. The plan covers 
the area bordered by Greenbelt 
Road, Cherrywood Lane and 
Breezewood Drive. 

The deadline for submissions 
was February 20. Between now 
and the meeting of the county 
planning board on March 14, if 
the city and Quantum Companies, 
the mall’s owner, reach agree- 
ment on the issues raised by the 
city, Greenbelt will support the 
CSP. If not, it will oppose the 
plan.

DPCD Director Terri Hruby 
noted that she is bringing this is- 
sue to council at an earlier stage 
than usual but this was forced by 
the deadline set by the planning 
board. Normally, she said, they 
wait until the planning staff and 
the developer reach agreement on 
the issues raised by DPCD. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts voted against the motion to 
submit comments based upon 
his objection to being asked to 
approve plans without knowing 
conditions that the developer is 
willing to accept. Councilmem- 
bers Leta Mach and Edward 
Putens were absent due to illness. 

The project will be devel- 
oped in phases. Phase 1, dubbed 
the Residential Transition Zone, 
will include 175 to 250 town- 
houses and two-family dwelling 
units and 100 to 500 multifamily 
dwelling units. Phase 2, Neigh- 
borhood Shopping Center, is to 
include 225 to 500 multifamily 


units (possibly age restricted), and 
150,000 to 200,000 square feet of 
commercial space. 

Phase 3, Amenity Core and 
Mixed-Use Neighborhood Core, 
envisions 125,000 to 175,000 
square feet of commercial space 
and 250 to 725 multifamily units. 
Phase 4, Destination Retail, would 
include 40,000 to 60,000 square 
feet of commercial space and 175 
to 250 multifamily units. Phase 
5, Pad Site Retail, would com- 
plete the project with 15,000 to 
25,000 square feet of commercial 
space. 

Altogether, the CSP proposes 
roughly 175 to 250 townhouse 
units, 750 to 1,975 multifam- 
ily units and 330,000 to 460,000 
square feet of commercial space. 

The city’s Advisory Planning 
Board (APB), Park and Recre- 
ation Advisory Board (PRAB) 
and the Advisory Committee on

The 
Greenbelt Police Department’s fit 
test video shows police officers 
effortlessly making the fitness 
grade.

Police Lt. Timothy White said 
that the video provides answers 
to questions that recruits have 
leading up to the test, such as 
the proper hand placement for 
situps and correct pushup form.

sible candidates. “And to be able 
to give them an idea of exactly 
what we’re looking for,” said 
White, who provided guidance 
during its production.

Each exercise 
is demonstrated by one or more 
officers and the department’s ex- 
pectations for each exercise are 
detailed.

In addition to educating poten- 
tial recruits, White said that the 
video was an easy way to display 
the diversity of the department. 
The video shows both male and 
female officers from several eth- 
nic backgrounds. White said the 
hope is that emphasis on diversity 
will help to establish a connection 
between current officers and the 
recruits interested in trying out.

Reenactors Present Program 
On Lives of Free Black Women 


On Wednesday, 
February 13, the 
Greenbelt Golden 
Age Club wel- 
comed club mem- 
ber Joyce Bailey 
and three women 
to speak on and 
reenact the lives 
of free African 
American women 
in the early-to- 
mid-19th centu- 
ry. Bailey, along 
with Helen Assad, 
Carol Gordon and 
Marie Davenport- 
Schneider, are 
members of the 
Female RE-Enac- 
tors of Distinction 
(FREED). FREED 
is a group of 
women affiliated 
with the African 
American Civil 
War Memorial and 
Museum using reenactment and 
dramatic readings to educate the 
public on the life and accom- 
plishments of African American 
Civil War soldiers and the women 
who supported them. 

Frances Anne Rollin, por- 
trayed by Gordon, was born to 
a free African American family 
in Charleston, S.C. She was an 
educated child, even speaking 
French. She was sent to Phila- 
delphia to continue her schooling 
before the Civil War broke out. 
After the war, Rollin returned 
south to teach in the freedman’s 
schools. Later she worked for 
Frederick Douglass in Washing- 
ton, D.C. A story of her life 
titled Pride of the Family was 
written by her granddaughter, 
Carole Ione. Gordon is a retired 
French teacher in Montgomery 
County schools and the language 
connection led her to portray Rol- 
lin. More information on Rollin 
can be found at en.wikipedia.org/ 
wiki/Frances_ Rollin Whippet. 

Elleanor Eldridge was por- 
trayed by Davenport-Schneider. 
Eldridge was born free in Rhode 
Island in the early 19th cen- 
tury; her father had obtained his 
freedom fighting in the Revo- 
lutionary War. She worked as a 
domestic worker in various loca- 
tions in Rhode Island and Mas- 
sachusetts. She learned how to 
weave and make soap. Eldridge 
saved what money she could and 
later became a businesswoman. 
Davenport-Schneider is a retired 
teacher who spent much of her

career teaching in the Department 
of Defense schools in Germany. 
She chose to portray Eldridge 
“because of her strong determina- 
tion to persevere in spite of the 
odds and she made a decisive 
mark in history.” More informa- 
tion on Eldridge can be found at 
en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Elleanor_El- 
dridge. 

Mary Smith Kelsey Peake was 
born to a free family in Norfolk 
in the early 1800s. Her fam- 
ily moved to Alexandria when 
she was six so she could go to 
school. At that time, Alexan- 
dria was part of the District of 
Columbia and it was legal for 
African American children to 
go to school in D.C. When she 
finished school, Peake went back 
to the Norfolk area and began 
teaching enslaved children in 
hiding under the branches of a 
sprawling oak tree that came to 
be called the Emancipation Oak. 
The school that was founded un- 
der the Emancipation Oak grew 
into Hampton University and, 
during his presidency, President 
Obama visited the Emancipa- 
tion Oak. Assad, who portrayed 
Peake, retired after a career with 
the U.S. Postal Service. More

Legislative Update 
At Table Talk 


Join Maryland State Delegate 
Alonzo Washington for his first 
Table Talk of 2019 on Saturday, 
March 2 from 10 a.m. to noon at 
the New Deal Café. There will be 
an update on the Kirwan Com- 
mission, which has spent the past 
three years reviewing and revis- 
ing Maryland’s school funding 
formulas to ensure that the $6.3 
billion in statewide education 
funding is distributed equitably to 
our local school systems. 

Last week, the commission 
issued its 2019 interim report, 
which included the initial policy 
and funding recommendations 
for the 2019 Legislative Ses- 
sion. Recommendations include 
expanding pre-k, raising teacher 
salaries, improving college and 
career opportunities, and provid- 
ing increased funding to high 
poverty schools. The commission 
has indicated that these recom- 
mendations will cost $325 mil- 
lion to begin implementing this 
year.

Co-op Racing to the Finish 
Line for Rays on the Roof

With nearly $330,000 pledged, 
the Rays on the Roof is nudg- 
ing steadily up to its goal of 
$400,000 in investment and do- 
nation pledges. The response 
throughout town has been splen- 
did and recent approaches are 
also bearing fruit among local 
businesses who recognize the 
important role Co-op plays in 
fostering a healthy community 
that can also patronize their busi- 
nesses. 

On the technical side, Co-op 
is still evaluating the bids made 
by several roofing companies 
and solar installers. Within the 
mix are a number of alternatives 
which must be carefully assessed. 
Project Manager Steve Skolnik 
is poring over these offers and 
working with the bidders to clar- 
ify and compare the proposals. 

On the political side, Political 
Liaison Dorrie Bates is preparing 
the full application that is used 
as the textual basis for the bond 
bill if it 1s approved. She is also 
getting ready to support the Rays 
on the Roof case at the state 
legislature during hearings to be 
held in the near future. She and 
Co-op board members have a few 
short minutes to state the case. 

It is very encouraging that the 
application was forwarded for 
consideration to the full Senate 
since many applications don’t 
make that crucial first cut. This 
means that the Greenbelt state 
delegation is behind the bill. 

Meanwhile, Greenbelters are 
encouraged to continue to make 
pledges. The target is $400k but 


these are pledges and, for the 
most part, are not yet money in 
the bank. This means there’s no 
magic stopping point. In addi- 
tion, if there are additional funds 
available, other energy-saving 
initiatives may be considered by 
Co-op that add more leverage to 
the project.

Everyone is a product of mul- 
tiple cultural influences — parents, 
friends, environment — and each 
day is a struggle to balance them. 
Yet, in today’s fractious atmo- 
sphere, where external forces at- 
tempt to force everyone to choose 
only one path, the way forward 
may be fraught with peril. In 
Disgraced, Greenbelt Arts Cen- 
ter’s upcoming March production, 
playwright Ayad Akhtar provides 
a thought-provoking view into 
the challenge faced by Mushm 
Americans in dealing with their 
heritage and the paths on which 
it leads them. 

Disgraced follows the experi- 
ences of Amir Kapoor, a success- 
ful Pakistani American lawyer 
who is rapidly moving up the 
corporate ladder while distanc- 
ing himself from his cultural 
roots. Emily, his wife, is white; 
she’s an artist and her work is 
influenced by Islamic imagery. 
When the couple hosts a dinner 
party to celebrate the selection 


of her artwork to showcase at 
the prestigious Whitney Museum, 
what starts out as a friendly con- 
versation escalates into an intense 
conversation involving religion, 
race and violence. 

The Pulitzer Prize Winner

Protect Trees From Beavers 


Greenbelt 
kicked the new 
year off with its 
first service event 
on Saturday, Feb- 
ruary 2. This 
event was origi- 
nally scheduled on 
January 21 to cel- 
ebrate Martin Lu- 
ther King, Jr. Day 
but due to frigid 
temperatures the 
Greenbelt Depart- 
ment of Public 
Works rescheduled 
the event for the 
first Saturday of 
February. Despite 
the blankets of 
ice and snow that 
covered Greenbelt 
Lake and hugged 
the base of trees, 
Greenbelt resi- 
dents, University 
of Maryland students and Girl 
Scouts from Troop 27 came out 
and dedicated their time to pro- 
tecting trees from beavers in 
Buddy Attick Park. 

As eager volunteers signed in 
for the day’s work, Jason Martin, 
Public Work’s environmental co- 
ordinator, led a brief presentation 
on the purpose of the service 
event and gave background in- 
formation on beavers and their 
impact on trees. To reduce the 
risk of tree-related hazards, the 
City of Greenbelt decided the 
best way to protect trees while 
advocating for the coexistence 
of wildlife and humans would be 
to wrap wire caging around the 
base of tree trunks. These wire 
cages deter beavers from chew- 
ing on trees which could pose a 
safety and maintenance hazard if 
they fell. 

Following the presentation, the 
group moved outside and Martin 
gave a quick demonstration on 
how to safely and properly re- 
move old caging and re-cage a 
tree. Once the volunteers got the 
hang of snipping rusted cages and

amenities while at the same time 
creating new ones, such as the 
redeveloping of Beltway Plaza. 
Going green and bringing sustain- 
ability to the entire area are also 
critical elements. 

The sector plan is distin- 
guished from the recent Urban 
Land Institute (ULI) report, pre- 
sented to the city council on 
January 23, in that it was devel- 
oped by the county, is more in- 
depth and required an 18-month 
process. The ULI report was 
developed over two days. 

According to Williams, any 
changes to the corridor will be 
incremental and phased, with the 
various business and residential 
entities, as well as the Metro 
station, involved in the overall 
plan and implementation process. 
M-NCPPC is partnered with the 
State Highway Administration 
(SHA) in this endeavor. SHA 
would provide a large share of 
the funding, with the rest pro- 
vided by grants. 

Regarding Beltway Plaza, 
a Conceptual Site Plan (CSP- 


18010) will be presented to the 
Prince George’s County Planning 
Board at an open hearing set 
tentatively for Thursday, March 
14. Williams said that “the Board 
would likely make a decision on 
the application that day.” A final 
decision would be delayed if “the 
application proposes changes to 
the use table in the 2013 Devel- 
opment District Overlay Zone for 
Greenbelt Metro and Md. 193 
Corridor; if a person of record 
files an appeal of the board’s 
decision with the Clerk of the 
Council; or if the District Council 
elects to review the case on its 
own motion.” The District Coun- 
cil is in charge of all planning 
and zoning. 

While the sector plan provides 
the current model, the planning 
department has been develop- 
ing a more formal plan review 
procedure to evaluate the current 
plans and prioritize which ones 
may need updating. According to 
Williams, “All stakeholders must 
weigh in before an application is 
submitted.”

Environmental Sustainability 
(GreenACES) submitted reports 
on the CSP. 

Hruby explained that her staff 
is continuing to negotiate with 
the developer with the goal of 
reaching agreement on the city’s 
concerns. Some changes have 
already been agreed upon by both 
Hruby and Matthew Tedesco, an 
attorney representing Quantum 
Companies. As of February 26, 
Community Planner Molly Porter 
told the News Review that they 
are still working to obtain agree- 
ment with the developer. 

The city has several concerns 
about the CSP including the num- 
ber and type of housing units, the 
lack of formal open space and 
recreation facilities, the impact 
of the plan on transportation and 
school capacity and the phasing 
plan. If these concerns can be 
resolved, DPCD believes that the 
redevelopment of Beltway Plaza 
will have long-term positive 1m- 
plications for Greenbelt. 

One public concern was dis- 
posed of definitively. Quantum 
General Counsel Marc “Kap” 
Kapastin debunked rumors that 
the proposal would harm the 
Indian Creek District, which is 
on the west side of Cherrywood 
Lane. He said “We have no 
intention regarding the Indian 
Creek District.” The property is 
owned by a trust. Quantum has 
no control over that area and no 
intentions regarding it. 

Among DPCD’s concerns is 
the fact that the developer has 
presented a Master Development 
Plan that includes development 
of land on the west side of Cher- 
rywood Lane between Greenbelt 
Road and Breezewood Drive. 
This area will be covered by 
a future CSP, raising concerns 
about taking a piecemeal ap- 
proach to development. 

Several councilmembers shared 
DPCD’s concern about the type 
of housing provided for in the 
plan and the resulting impact 


on city services. One way, the 
report notes, to limit the impact 
on schools is to make some of 
the units age-restricted, such as 
senior housing. While the de- 
partment believes that the de- 
velopment will also be subject 
to a school facility surcharge 
fee, Roberts charged that the fee 
would cover only half of the cost 
of creating one school, even if 
the county could find land on 
which to build the school. All of 
the schools attended by Green- 
belters are already overcrowded, 
DPCD notes, from 107 percent of 
capacity at Greenbelt Elementary 
School to 150 percent at Spring- 
hill Lake Elementary. 

Several councilmembers and 
residents objected to the phasing 
plan, pushing to “fix” Beltway 
Plaza, the public face of the 
property before addressing the 
residential portion of the plan. 
However, Tedesco said that every 
study plan they have looked at 
recommends starting at the back. 
They need Phase | to be as suc- 
cessful as possible, he said. 

Susan Walker, president of the 
Greenbelt Community Develop- 
ment Association, reported on a 
conversation she had had with 
Kapastin the previous week. He 
told her that if Quantum ad- 
dressed the mall first they would 
not be able to provide any afford- 
able housing, which is a council 
goal. 

The open issues at this point 
include whether adequate public 
facilities exist to meet the in- 
creased demand for traffic man- 
agement, parking, police and 
education resources. In addition 
the city seeks improved diversity 
in residential unit types, income 
levels and age groups. The city 
also wants to encourage coopera- 
tive housing in all phases, provi- 
sion of affordable and moderately 
priced dwelling units, and at least 
25 percent of the units to be for 
sale, not rentals.

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State Basketball Championships Are 
Within Reach for ERHS Raiders Teams

As the start of state playoffs 
approach, the Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School girls’ basketball 
team finds itself in an unfamiliar 
position. For the first time in 
over seven years, the Lady Raid- 
ers won’t be one of the top two 
seeds in the 4A South bracket. 

Roosevelt ended their regu- 
lar season Monday night with 
a tightly contested 50-47 loss 
versus the C.H. Flowers Jag- 
uars. The defeat was their sec- 
ond in aS many games against 
Flowers; since the Lady Raiders 
also dropped two county games 
against Wise and one against 
Laurel, their state title defense 
will begin Friday with a 6 p.m. 

With a 
win there, they will earn a Tues- 
day rematch at Flowers. 

The Lady Raiders have 
missed senior point guard Taylor 
McCormick since her tailbone in- 
jury suffered in a win at Parkdale 
on Valentine’s Day. Without Mc- 
Cormick, the Roosevelt guards 
committed a slew of turnovers 
against the Jaguars. However, 
freshman guard Sameera Smith 
filled in admirably, knocking 
down two three-pointers and 
producing multiple second half 
steals. Roosevelt overcame an 
eight-point halftime deficit and 
exchanged leads with Flowers 
down the stretch. Ultimately, 
senior Makayla Adams’ deep 
three-pointer narrowly missed as 
time expired. 

But with a hopefully healthy 
McCormick and the leadership of 
Adams, a four-year varsity play- 
er, there’s no reason to believe 
the Lady Raiders aren’t ready to 
turn the corner as the calendar 
hits March — a month that has 
been very kind to the eight-time 
state champions. 

On the boys’ side, there is no

question that the Raiders have 
their sights set on the team’s first 
state championship in three years. 
Since a season-opening eight- 
point loss to DeMatha, Roosevelt 
has steamrolled county opponents, 
with all but two of their victories 
being double-digit wins.
